It is esti- 
mated that no more than 5,000 head 
should be held at Wainwright, as the 
total number which the range will sup 
port year in and year. out does not ex:

At the present time, despite the 
slaughtering of many hundreds of’ buf 
falo last-year, thete are still more than 
6,000 ‘head 

The government, it is learned ‘here 
is considering the possibility of ship- 
ping a thousand or more buffalo from 
Wainwright by train to the wood buf: 
falo park reserve up in Northern Al- 
berta The railway running northeast 
from Edmonton to Fort MacMurray 
would bring the wood buffalo park re-
